A t l a n t a , July 29.—Go verno r Gaud­ 
ier has, since tiie Bainbridge series o f 
lyDcbiug^ o ccurred,been asked bv news- 
papt rs in rario us p arts o f the co untry 
to give his o p inio n o f the race questio n 
in tiie so uth. To o ne he said that be­ 
fo re the ballo t was thrust into the hands 
o f the uegro , unp rep ared fo r it and ut­ 
terly iguo rant o f its sanctity* o f the re- 
gp o usibilities o f citizenship , no twith- 
sraudiiig he was a slave, he was hap p y 
and well i-o nteo ted. 
But after his emancip atio n came his 
enfra nchisem ent and with his enfran­ 
chisement came a ho ard o f carp et­ 
baggers, who to o k charge o f him when 
Ü1.S lo rmer master and p ro tecto r, with 
who m he had lived fo r generatio ns o n 
the mo st friendly and ö fter even o n af- 
fectio uaie terms, was de-citizeuized by 
the p artisan reco nstructio n laws. 
Thev falsely taught the negro es that 
the so uthern White men were so lely re­ 
sp o nsible fo r their enslavement and 
were their wo rst and o nly enemies, and 
that rlnrefo re it was their duty and 
then interest to vo te against them and 
their p arty and o p iwse everything they 
were in favo r o f, favo r everything they 
were o p p o sed to —in a wo rd to hate 
them. 
The civil teachings had but little 
perma mut effect up o n the gro wnup 
neg ro es, but up o n the children, the gen­ 
eratio n which has gro wn to mauho ix i 
since that time, that effect has been 
most baneful. 
mo re imim‘diate cause is the p er­ 
p etual mrermeddliiig wuth the relatio ns 
of the races m the so uth by fanatics and 
fools. 
Ttiep p ublish in the newsp ap er gro ssly 
ex aggerated acco unts o f crimes co mmit­ 
ted against the negro in the so uth and 
omit any no tice o f the crimes against 
the white wo men which p ro vo ked the 
retaliatio n. They write incendiary let- 
tt'rs to turbulent negro es all o ver the 
so uth, advi.siug them to arm themselves 
with Winchester riffes and fo r every 
guilty rap ist who p ays the p enalty to 
sho o t do wu the first two white men he 
luei'ts. 
Tho u.sands o f such letters have been 
written to Geo rgia in the last three 
mo uths. 
Go verno r Candler says the inter- 
meddlers o f tlie no rth do no t p resent a 
resnectable mino rity, and that the law­ 
less and criminal negro es o f the so uth 
co nstitute less. 
Rap e IS as much dep lo red by the bet­ 
ter class o f uegro i^s as by the better 
class o f white meu. 
But, as because 
so me negro es co mmit rap e the who le 
race suffers, .so, because so me white meu 
lyiL h ravishers, ail the whites o f the 
so uth are abused. 
Ano ther and a co ntinual p resent cause 
which co ntributes to race frictio n is co r­ 
rup t p o litics. 
Go verno r Candler said he believed a 
restricted suffrage will remedy the 
evils, that the ballo t be giveu o nly the 
intelligent negro . 
As to the disp o sitio n 
to be made o f the large p ercentage o f 
illiterate negro es, the go verno r makes 
Ö0 suggestio n.

S a n d a y a n, Philip p ine islands, July 
24, via Labuau, July 29.—Geu. Bates 
reached Sulu July 16to arrauge a treaty 
with the sultau at a co ufereuce to begin 
to daj'. The sultau is to go to Snlu fro m 
the village o f Maibuu. The p eo p le o f 
that island disp lay great frieudiiness to - 
ward.the Americans aud it is believed 
a satisfacto ry treaty will so o n be co m­ 
p leted. If so future ho stilities between 
the natives aud the Americans in the 
Sulu archip elago wo uld be p revented. 
The same wo uld be true o f the island o f 
Mindanao , which is tributary to the sul­ 
tan. The o nly features likely to be 
tro ubleso me are slavery and the p lural- 
itv o f wives, which p o ints it is believed 
the natives will insist up o n. 
The sultau o f Sulu has issued the fo l­ 
lo wing p ro clamatio n to the p eo p le: 
“I 
have met the Americans. They have 
co me amo ng us as friends, no t to inter­ 
fere with o ur religio n o r riarhts o f go v­ 
ernment. All tho se who lo ve their co un­ 
try o r sultan I warn to be friendly and 
no t mo lest them. The Americans are 
like a bo x o f inatcUes—yo n strike o ne o r 
two and they all blaze up .” 
The Mo ro s o f Zambo anga are anx io us 
to have the Americans take p o ssessio n 
o f that iio rt. They have imp riso ned the 
Tagalo leaders rep resenting Aguiualdo 
there. 
A gunbo at went fro m Manila to Bala­ 
bac to re-estabhsh a lightho use. 
The 
co mmander fo und the light sto len, but 
finally reco vered it. He returned to 
Balabac aud set it up agaiu. leaving 
friendly natives in charge aud the 
United States ffag ffo ating. Go ing back 
he fo und the ffag go ne and the Fihp iuo 
flag flo ating. Two o fficers aud 13 ma- 
riueh were landed after a lo ng, hard, 
stubbo rn tight, iu which tlie native 
chief, the first o fficer aud six natives 
were killed aud several wo unded. No 
American was even wo unded.

C l e v e l a n d, Julv 29.—A car return­ 
ing fro m Euclid Beach p ark was blo wn 
up by dyuaimte while returning to the 
city. The ex p lo sio n to o k p lace a sho rt 
distance uo rtn o f the Lake Sho re rail­ 
ro ad, abo ut two miles east o f the city 
limits. The fro nt truck was demo l­ 
ished and the flo o r o f the car shattered. 
There were no p assengers o n bo ard and 
the mo to rmau and co nducto r escap ed 
witho ut injury. 
C l e v e l a n d, July 29.—The street cars 
were well p atro nized, esp ecially during 
the busy ho urs o f the mo ruiug aud 
evening. 
Mayo r Farley was well p leased with 
the situatio n, but he had no t relax ed 
his vigiiauce o ne whit aud will no t 
until the last vestige o f the diso rder is 
wip ed away. 
The mayo r aud Adju­ 
tant General Ax line were invo lved in a 
co ntro versy 
o ver 
what 
the tro o p s 
sho uld do and what they sho uld no t do . 
The adjutant general was o f the o p in­ 
io n that the duty o f the natio nal guard 
was merely to p ut do wu rio ting aud 
no t to do p o lice duty. 
Whatever the 
duty o f the uatio ual guard may be. 
Mayo r Farley held that the tro o p s were 
here under his autho rity and said they 
wo uld remain here until he felt they 
co uld be disp eused with. 
The resp o n­ 
sibility o f p reserving the o rder o f the 
city rested up o n the sho ulders o f the 
mayo r, he said, aud he iiro p o sed to see 
that his p lans were no t interfered with 
by any o ne. 
He declared that he was 
to be tlie judge as to when the tro o p s 
were no t wanted. 
There have been several o utbreaks 
between Mayo r Farley and Adjutant 
General x \x liue within the last tew days 
o ver this (luestio us. The mayo r refusea 
to discuss the difficulty, saying that this 
was no t a tune to stir up auy di.sco rd. 
“ 1 will merely reiterate my statement 
o f Thursday night,” said the mayo r. 
“This is a time fo r every man to mind 
his o wn business.” 
Rumo rs to the effect that the city 
co uncil will endeavo r to reco nsider the 
reso lutio n o f Thursday night reached 
the ears o f tlie mayo r and he did no t 
like them. The mayo r felt that he had 
the situatio n well iu hand aud he feared 
that auy actio n o f the co uncil whatever 
wo uld be temp o rizing with the lawless 
element o f the city aud wo uld cause 
agitatio n which wo uld simp ly p ro lo ug 
the tro uble. 
x \fter tlie breaches have beeu healed 
aud quiet has been abs<jluteiy resto red 
the mayo r, it was said, wo uld no t o b­ 
ject to any kind o f an investigatio n 
ubo n tlie p art o f the co uncil, but he 
deems that tiie members are treading 
o n ex tremely daugt-rnus gro und when 
they undertake to reo p en the discussio n. 
It was said that auy such reso lutio n 
as was p ro p o sed the o ther night can be 
ado p ted with a full co uncil meeting, 
and eff o rts are to be made to have every 
o ne p resent nex t Mo nday night. Per­ 
hap s a new p ro p o sitio n will be submit­ 
ted askmg the co uncil to investigate, 
no t o nly the cause o f the disturbances, 
but also the causes leading to the vio la­ 
tio n o f the agreement entered into by 
the co mp any and its emp lo yes at the 
end o f the first strike. 
The mayo r to o k but little interest io 
the talk o f bo yco tting merchants. He 
believed that just as so o n as quiet was 
resto red aud the fever was go ne all 
such talk wo uld cease. 
It was said at the City hall that there 
were quite a number o f the recent em­ 
p lo yes o f the street railway co mp any 
who wo uld go back to wo rk if p ermit­ 
ted, but that they are hindered by 
threats by so me o f the mo re radical 
•mp lo yes and the leaners o f the strike. 
Mayo r Farley demanded that the keys 
o f Huck and Miles avenue scho o l build­ 
ings be turned o ver to him. 
He wants 
to use the buildings as barracks fo r so l­ 
diers. In co mp liance with the demand, 
as had been the case o n the day p revi­ 
o us, Scho o l Directo r Sargent o rdered the 
janito r o f tho se buildings to stand ready 
to admit tro o p s.

S an F r a n cisco , July 29.—Chief Jus­ 
tice W . T. Chambers o f Samo a arrived 
here o n the steamer Mo ana accx mip anied 
by his family. He is o n a fo ur mo nths’ 
leave o f absence, but said that his busi­ 
ness in the United States is o f sucn a 
nature that he wo uld p ro bably uo t re­ 
turn to Ap ia. 
In an interview the chief justice said 
iu p art: “ All is no w quiet in Samo a, 
but I canno t answer to r the future. 
Bo th Matajifa aud Malieto a affect to be 
satLsfied with the p resent aiTaugement, 
wliicli abo lishes the o ffice o f king auci 
vests the resix msibility o f go vernment 
iu the co nsuls o f the three jx iwers. 
I 
feel sure Malieto a is sincere iu this. 
“Mataafa is ambitio us. Fo r many 
years he has thirsted fo r p o wer aud 
will no t be so easily satisfied. At the 
same time he is a man o f ex cep tio nal 
ability, IS shrewd aud I have never 
tho ught the interests o f the natives 
wo uld esp ecially suffer iu his hands. 
“ Yes, my decisio n has beeu .sustained 
by the co mmi.s.sio u aud it has p ublished 
the fact in a p nx damatio n. 
•‘In its wo rk the co nimi.s.sio n has en­ 
deavo red to eliminate fro m the o rig­ 
inal arrangement all o f the features 
that have ap ix iared faulty o r weak. 
Tho se sectio ns have simp ly been struck 
o ut, leaving uo tliing iu their p laces. 
What will ro b the who le d(x :ument o f 
p ro ix ir ettectiveue.ss is the trip artite 
treaty under which it will have to 
o p erate. I am sure that uo go veru- 
meut iu Samo a will succeeii under such 
an arrangement. The so o ner the i>ow- 
ers see this aud fo rmulate io me co rrec- 
tio u the better fo r all co ncerned.” 
Judge Chamb» *rs said he had finished 
up all o f the cases to co me befo re the 
co urt this summer. The co mmissio n is 
eiiqMiwered to ap p <iiut a chief justice 
ad iuterim, to act iu case anything 
arises befo re a p ermanent ap p o intment 
is made.

S t e u b e n v il l e, July 29 .—A serio ui 
wreck o ccurre<l o n the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg ro ad, between this p lace aud 
Mingo Junctio n, iu which 100 labo rers 
were mo re o r less injured. Wo rk train 
No . 666 left Steubenville with two car­ 
lo ads o f men, who were engaged to do 
so me wo rk at Mingo Jnuo tlo n. The 
train was ro unding the curve near 
Jefferso n schbo lho use and crashed into 
the Mingo sliifter. The two cmrs o arry- 
ing the wo rkmen were p iled in a heap 
and many o f the wo rkmen buried be­ 
neath the debris. 
All were co nsiderably bruiied. Will­ 
iam McCartny had his leg sp nuued and 
Ro bert McElcauuau his arm sp rained. 
Aged Jack Ho ward was injured by the 
sto ve falling o n blm. 
The engine aud 
bo th co arches were damaged. 
The en­ 
gineer o f the gravel train remained at 
his p o st aud was nearly buried with 
co al iu the tender o f the engine. 
Fo r weeks the Cleveland aud Pitts­ 
burg has suffered fro m a co ngestio n o f 
freight traffic iu this sectio n, aud the 
cause fo r tlie wreck is attributed to this 
fact. 
When the eiigim*er o f the gravel 
train .saw the danger he tried to sto p 
his train in time, but the rails were wet 
aud the train, due to great sp eed, went 
alo ng with ap p arently unchecked mo ­ 
mentum. 
The wreck caiLsed great ex citement 
here aud in Mingo until it was learned 
that no o ne was serio usly injured.

fectionate terms, was de-citizenized by 
the partisan reconstruction laws. 
They falsely taught the negroes that 
the southern white men were solely re­ 
sponsible for their enslavement and 
were their worst and only enemies, and 
that therefore it was their duty and

their interest to vote against them and I Tagalo leaders representing

their party aud oppose everything they 
were in favor of, favor everything they 
were opposed to—in a word to hate 
them. 
The civil teachings had but little 
permanent effect upon the grownup 
negroes, but upon the children, the gen­ 
eration which has grown to manhood 
since that time, that effect has been 
most baneful. 
A more immediate cause is the per­ 
petual intermeddling with the relations 
of the races in the south by fanatics and 
fools. 
Tnep publish in the newspaper grossly 
exaggerated accounts of crimes commit­ 
ted against the negro in the south and 
omit any notice of the crimes against 
the white women w hich provoked the 
retaliation. They write incendiary let­ 
ters to turbulent negroes all over the 
aouth, advising them to arm themselves 
with Winchester rifles and for every 
gmlty rapist who pays the penalty to 
shoot down the first two white men he 
meets. 
Thousands of such letters have been 
written to Georgia in the last three 
mouths. 
Governor Candler says the inter­ 
meddlers of the north do not present a 
respectable minority, and that the law­ 
less and criminal negroes of the south 
constitute less. 
Rape is as much deplored by the bet­ 
ter class of negroes as by the better 
class of white men.

Another aud a continual present cause 
which contributes to race friction is cor­ 
rupt politics. 
Governor Candler said he believed a 
restricted suffrage will remedy the 
evils, that the ballot be given only the 
intelligent negro.

The people of 
that island display great friendliness to- 
ward.the Americans and it is believed 
a satisfactory treaty will soon be com­ 
pleted.

In an interview the chief justice said 
in part: “ All is now quiet in Samoa, 
but I cannot answer for the future. 
Both Mataafa and Malietoa affect to be 
satisfied with the present arrangement, 
which abolishes the office of king and 
vests the responsibility of government 
in the consuls of the three powers. 
I 
feel sure Malietoa is sincere in this. 
“ Mataafa is ambitious. For many 
years he has thirsted for power and 
will not be so easily satisfied. 
At the 
same time he is a man of exceptional 
ability, is shrewd aud I have never 
thought the interests of the natives 
would especially suffer iu his hands. 
“ Yes, my decision has been sustained 
by the commission and it has published 
the fact iii a proclamation. 
•‘Iii its work the commission has en­ 
deavored to eliminate from the orig­ 
inal arrangement all of the features 
that have appeared faulty or weak. 
Those sections have simply been struck 
out, leaving nothing iu their places. 
W hat will rob the whole document of 
proi>er effectiveness is the tripartite 
treaty under which it will have to 
operate. I am sure that no govern­ 
ment in Samoa will succeed under such 
an arrangement.

He se­ 
cu red a fair edu cation by ‘‘working 
for his board” and earu e<l enou gh 
money by taking care of a doctor’s 
horse to bu y clothing. Afterward he 
entered a law office as a stu dent and 
had ju st been qu allfie<l for practice 
w’hen the war intervened and ended 
his legal amlfitiou s. 
You ng Alger served wMth distinction 
du ring the w ar and at its close w'ent 
into the Michigan forests to regain 
his health ami fight for a living. He 
became tlie greatest lu mberman of the 
northw est ami lu aetically revolu tion­ 
ized the lu mber trade. 
In a recent interview, In which Gen­ 
eral Alger told how’ he started in life 
ami prosi)ered, he said: “One of the 
best things we ever did was in the 
bu ying of a tract of pine from William 
E. Dodge of New York. 
I had exam- 
lu etl the i)i’operty and cou ld tell to a 
few thou sand feet ju st how’ mu ch pine 
there w’as on it. Mr. Dodge bad an 
agent named Frost in Detroit. 1 w’ent 
to him and asked him w hat he w’ou ld 
take for the land. He replie<l that Mr. 
Dodge wanted $120,000 for It. I told 
him to telegraph an offer from me of 
$110,000. He did so. In a few hou rs 
a telegram came back which read, 
‘Tell General Alger he can have the 
tract for $120,000 and all the time he 
wants to pay for it in If he will take 
it now’, bu t th at if it Is not taken at 
once the price will be $130,000.' We 
took It. Well, we cu t 100,000,000 feet of 
lu mber off that tract and sold It for 
$80o.(XK> above the cost of lu mbering. 
“At another tim e we mn<le a nice lit­ 
tle 111 vestm ent by bu ying some canal 
lands of New York men.

1.500 acres in the tracts, and the canal 
comiiany had estim ated that there 
w’l're IP.oiki.OPO feet of pine on them.

Secretary’s Career.

General Russell A. Alger, who re­ 
cently tendered his resignation as sec­ 
retary of war, is a “self made man.” 
He began life without a dollar and 
has earned by hard work every dollar 
that fortune has given him. He se­ 
cured a fair education by "working 
for his board” and earned enough 
money by taking care of a doctor’s 
horse to buy clothing. Afterward he 
entered a law office as a student and 
had Just been qualified for practice 
when the war intervened and ended 
bis legal ambitions. 
Young Alger served with distinction 
during the war aud at its close went 
into the Michigan forests to regain 
his health and fight for a living. He 
became the greatest lumberman of the 
northwest and practically revolution­ 
ized the lumber trade. 
In a recent interview, in which Gen­ 
eral Alger told how he started in life 
and prospered, he said: “One of the 
best things we ever did was in the 
buying of a tract of pine from William 
E. Dodge of New York. I had exam­ 
ined the property and could tell to a 
few thousand feet just how much pine 
there was on it. Mr. Dodge had an 
agent named Frost in D etroit I went 
to him and asked him what he would 
take for the land. He replied that Mr. 
Dodge wanted $120,000 for it. I told 
him to telegraph an offer from me of 
$110,000. He did so. In a few hours 
a telegram came back wbicb read, 
’Tell General Alger be can have the 
tract for $120,000 and all the time be 
wants to pay for It in if be will take 
it now, but that if It is not taken at 
once the price will be $130,000.’ We 
took It. Well, we cut 100,000,000 feet of 
lumber off that tract and sold It for 
$800,000 above the cost of lumbering. 
“At another time we made a nice lit­ 
tle investment by buying some canal 
lands of New York men. There were 
1,500 acres in the tracts, and the canal 
company had estimated that there 
were 10,000.000 feet of pine on them. I 
examined the lands, and when the 
man asked me $20.50 an acre for it I 
accepted his proposition. The pine was 
of high grade, aud we cut 78,000,000 
feet off it.” 
The following stories of General Al­ 
ger may serve to throw a light upon 
he personal characteristics of the man: 
Just before young Aiger was called 
away by the exigencies of war his 
finances were so low that he borrowed 
a few dollars from a friend. Several 
years later Alger left the service and, 
with the small sum of money which 
he brought home, invested In a heavy 
fur overcoat and a watch and chain. 
About the first person he met after 
donning his new possessions was the 
creditor of former years, whose where­ 
abouts in the meantime were unknown. 
Alger greeted his old friend cordially 
and Instantly slipped off the overcoat 
and handed it to him, together with 
the watch and chain. 
“Just keep 
those,” he said. 
“I’m going to work 
up in the woods.

deem them with the money I owe you.” 
And he did. 
When Alger was a lad without a 
cent aud with only the one coat on bls 
back, he went to a doctor and begged 
to be allowed to do the chores and at­ 
tend school.

LABOR HELPS BUSINESS. 


Lcm Interruption Through Strike* Than 


In Any O ther Ju ly For Tears, 
Said Dun'*. 


N e w Y o r k , July 29.— R . G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in part: 
There is certainly room for 6ome de­ 
crease when the volume of payments 
through the clearing house in July is 
47.2 per cent larger than last year, and 
59.6 per cent larger than in 1892, the 
list of all previous years. So great an 
advance would warrant expectation of 
some set back under ordinary circum­ 
stances. This year the unusual freedom 
from labor troubles about July I is fol­ 
lowed by some signs of a tendency to 
strike because great works are com­ 
mitted far ahead and cannot halt w ith­ 
out loss. 
But interruption of business 
by labor trouble of ail sorts has been 
less than in any other July for years. 
Nor is the movement of products 
hampered. Western receipts in July 
have been 18,863,826 bushels, against 
7,309,333 bushels last year to date, aud 
of com 20,485,251 bushels, a" blist 9,- 
173,355 bushels last year, even ♦ e latest 
week showing large gains over last 
year. 
Exports of wheat from both 
coasts were 9,939,280 bushels, flour in­ 
cluded, against 8,833,192 bushels last 
ye ar. Corn exports also continue sur­ 
prising, 11,684,521 bushels for the mouth 
thus far, against 6,767,963 last year. 
Official returns make the iron output 
for the first half of 1899 only 6,289,167 
tons, with decline in known stocks out­ 
side the great steel companies of 288,- 
140 tons, and net exports were prob­ 
ably over 100,000 tons 
While the in­ 
crease of steel companies’ stock would 
probably make actual consumption less 
than has been estimated, it is much 
larger than ever before and yet appears 
less than production in June, while 
production has much increased this 
mouth. 
Meanwhile 
no advance in 
prices is significant aud a slackening of 
demand in some important branches. 
The heavy r.83 na virally cuts off much 
buying for an advance aud retards buy­ 
ing for consumption.

broken in the Connellsville output of 
190,792 tons coke for the week 'vith

He se 
cured a fair education by “working 
for his board” and earned enough 
money by taking care of a doctor’s 
horse to buy clothing. Afterward he 
entered a law office as a student and 
had Just been qualified for practice 
when the war intervened and ended 
his legal ambitious. 
Young Alger served with distinction 
during the war and at Its close went 
into the .Michigan forests to regain 
his health and light for a living. He 
became the greatest lumberman of the 
northwest and practically revolution­ 
ized the lumber trade. 
In a recent interview, in which Gen 
era I Alger told how he started in life 
and prospered, he said: “One of the 
best things we ever did was in the 
buying of a tract of pine from William 
E. Dodge of New York. I had exam­ 
ined the property aud could tell to a 
few thousand feet just how much pine 
there was on it. Mr. Dodge had an 
agent named Frost in D etroit I went 
to him and asked him what be would 
take for the land. He replied that Mr. 
Dodge wanted |120,000 for it. I told 
him to telegraph an offer from me of 
$110,000. He did so. In a few hours 
a telegram came back which read, 
‘Tell General Alger he can have the 
tract for $120,000 and all the time he 
wants to pay for It in lf he will take 
it now, but that if it is not taken at 
once the price will be $130,000.’ We 
took It. Well, we cut 100,000,000 feet of 
lumber off that tract and sold it for 
$800,000 above the cost of lumbering. 
“At another time we made a nice lit­ 
tle Investment by buying some canal 
lands of New York men. There were 
1,500 acres in the tracts, and the canal 
company had estimated that there 
wore 10,000,000 feet of pine on them. I 
examined the lands, and when the 
man asked me $20.50 an acre for it I 
accepted his proposition. The pine was 
of high grade, and we cut 78,000,000 
feet off it. 
The following stories of General Al­ 
ger may serve to throw a light upon 
he personal characteristics of the man: 
Just before young Alger was called 
away by the exigencies of war his 
finances were so low that he borrowed 
a few dollars from a friend. Several 
years later Alger left the service and, 
with the small sum of money which 
he brought home, invested In a heavy 
fur overcoat and a watch and chain. 
About the first person he met after 
donning his new possessions was the 
creditor of former years, whose where­ 
abouts in the meantime were unknown. 
Alger greeted his old friend cordially 
and instantly slipped off the overcoat 
and handed it to him, together with 
the watch aud chain. 
“Just keep 
those,” he said. 
“I’m going to work 
up in the woods. 
Some time I’ll re­ 
deem them with the money I owe you.” 
And he did. 
When Alger was a lad without a 
cent aud with only the one coat on his 
back, he went to a doctor and begged 
to be allowed to do the chores and at­ 
tend school. 
The doctor had no need 
of a boy, but Alger’s earnestness won 
his Interest, and he took him and gave 
him the opportunity for an education. 
Many years afterward, when Alger1 
had more hundreds of thousands than 
the superannuated physician had dol­ 
lars, the millionaire went to his bene­ 
factor. who was in straits, and told 
him he wanted to pay that debt. 
“You don’t owe me anything,” said 
the doctor. 
“I owe you 
the rich man. 
“Bosh!” returned the 
owe that to yourself.” 
“I must have caused you trouble and

“Well,” replied the old man grimly,

3i^-€ omment by Rct. S. H. Doy lo, 
Topic .—That good part.—Luke x , 38-42. 
A home scene in the life of Christ is 
presented to na in the topical reference. 
Christ, with his disciples, is in the fa­ 
vorite home of Mary , Martha and Laz­ 
arus. Martha, probably being the older 
of the two sisters, serves. 
Mary sits at 
the feet of Jeens and listens to his word. 
All does not go well with Martha. She 
complains to Jesus that Mary does not 
help her. 
But Christ commends Mary 
for her choice to sit at His feet, and 
chides Martha, not because she was in­ 
terested in the entertainment of Him 
and His friends, but because of her over- 
anx iety in reference to things of minor 
importance, because she attached more 
importance to caring for the temporal 
wants of her friends than she did to 
caring for the spiritual wants of her­ 
self. 
The good part that Mary chose was 
to sit at the feet of Jesus to hear His 
word, as He spoke to the disciples or 
perhaps to herself. She cared not so 
much for the feeding of the body as for 
the feeding of her own soul. And well 
might Christ commend her for her 
choice Would that we might all choose 
to sit at the feet of Jeans, where we 
can have our souls feed upon the bread 
of life rather than to have our affec­ 
tions centered upon the world, try ing 
in vain to feed the soul upon the busks 
which nourish not. 
The good part 
chosen by Mary in receiving the Saviour 
was nndivided devotion to His word, 
the feeding on the bread of life which 
cometb by bearing. In the highest sense 
the good part is the spiritual reception 
of Christ Himself. This should be the 
choice of all. Christ ehonld be onr first 
choice. 
“ Seek y e first the kingdom of 
God.” 
Mary ’s part was good because it was 
eternal. It was “ that good part which 
shall not be taken away from her.” 
The good parts of this world soon pass 
away from us or we from them. The 
superiority , therefore, of an eternal good 
should be apparent to all, and we 
should, if governed by reason and good 
judgment, be easily influenced to “ love 
not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world,” because “ the world 
passetb away and the lust thereof, but 
he that doeth the will of God abideth 
forever. ” More than that, temporal en­ 
joy ment of the world often leads to 
eternal pain and suffering. How fool­ 
ish to sacjrjtice the sonl for the body , 
eternity feV time!

Topic For the Week Bfglnnlng J u l y 
BG—Comment by Rev. 9. H. Doyle. 


T opic.—That good part.—Luke a, 38-42. 
A home scene in the life of Christ is 
presented to na in the topical reference. 
Christ, w ith his disciples, is in the fa­ 
vorite home of Mary, M artha and Laz­ 
arus. M artha, probably being the older 
of the two sisters, serves. 
Mary sits at 
the feet of Je^js and listens to his word. 
All does not go well with M artha. She 
complains to Jesus that Mary does not 
help her. 
B at Christ commends Mary 
for her choice to sit at His feet, and 
chides M artha, not because she was in ­ 
terested in the entertainm ent of Him 
and His friends, but because of her over- 
anxiety in reference to things of minor 
importance, because she attached more 
im portance to caring for the temporal 
w ants of her friends than she did to 
caring for the spiritual w ants of her­ 
self. 
The good part that Mary chose was 
to sit at the feet of Jesus to hear His 
word, as He spoke to the disciples or 
perhaps to herself. 
She cared not so 
much for the feeding of the body as for 
the feeding of her own soul. 
And well 
m ight Christ commend her for her 
choice W ould that we m ight all choose 
to sit at the feet of Jesus, where we 
can have our sonls feed upon the bread 
of life rather than to have our affec­ 
tions centered upon the world, trying 
in vain to feed the soul upon the husks 
which nourish not. 
The good part 
chosen by Mary in receiving the Savionr 
was undivided devotion to His word, 
the feeding on the bread of life which 
cometh by hearing. In the highest sense 
the good part is the spiritual reception 
of Christ Himself. 
This should be the 
choice of all. Christ sbonld be onr first 
choice. 
"Seek ye first the kingdom of 
G od.” 
M ary’s part was good becanse it was 
eternal. 
It was " th a t good part which 
shall not be taken away from her.” 
The good parts of this world soon pass 
away from us or we from them. 
The 
superiority, therefore, of an eternal good 
should be apparent to all, and we 
should, if governed by reason and good 
judgm ent, be easily influenced to "love 
not the world, neither the things that 
are in the w orld,” because "th e world 
passeth away aud the Inst thereof, but 
he that doeth the will of God abideth 
forever. ” More than that, tem poral en­ 
joyment of the world often leads to 
eternal pain and suffering. 
How fool­ 
ish to sacrifice the soul for the body, 
eternity fljT tim e! 
What win I if I gain the thing I seek, 
A dream, a breath, a froth of fleeting joy? 
Who buys a minute’s mirth to wail a week 
Or sells eternity to get a toy? 
For one sweet grape who will the vine destroy? 
Or what fond beggar, but to touch the crown, 
Would with the scepter straight be stricken 
down ? 
Therefore let us choose eternal, not 
temporal, good. 
“ You 
m ust choose between your 
pleasures and your sig h t,” said a phy­ 
sician to a devotee cf sensual pleasure. 
“ T hen,” he replied, “ farewell, sweet 
sight I” And how many are m aking 
such wretched choice! The responsi­ 
bility of choice is tremendous. 
Think 
of being able to choose between God 
and self, the soul and the body, Christ 
and the world, heaven and hell, eterni­ 
ty and tim e I 
May God help as, like 
Mary, to choose the good part which 
can never be taken away from us.

The value of a means of lighting up 
the sea at uiglit is amply demonstrated 
hy the importance now attached to the 
searchlight.

The value of a means of lighting up 
the sea at night is amply demonstrated 
by the importance now attached to the 
searchlight. 
There are, however, many 
conditions, 
particularly in merchant 
marine, life saving corps aud navy op­ 
erations. under which an independent 
and more flexible method of illumina­ 
tion is desirable. 
Such a method is 
said to have been provided in a new 
shell, in the shape of an ordinary pro­ 
jectile, which may be thrown from a 
gun in the direction of the enemy or 
dropped over the side of a ship by 
hand, as the occasion may require. 
It 
is buoyant, and, on striking the water, 
it becomes an illuminating plant of it­ 
self. shedding a powerful light over a 
considerable radius, says the St. Louis 
GIobe-Democrat. 
It consists of a hollow cylinder, made 
from drawn steel tubing, in sizes from 
three to six inches or more in diameter 
and from three to five feet in length, 
according to the purpose for which it 
is to be used. 
The shell is charged 
with calcium carbide, which generates 
acetylene gas as it comes in contact 
with water. 
At the top of the shell.

The great crater of Mokua W eoweo, 
on the peak of Mauua I^oa, Island of 
H awaii, has broken into active erup­ 
tion, according to advices by the Arain- 
Ica Maru, which recently arrived at 
San Francisco, and a lava flow, throw­ 
ing the mountains of tire into the air 
to the height of hundreds of feet, has 
« tarted dowui the mountain side to­ 
ward the city of ililo. 
This flow is 
apparently following the track of the 
old flow, which in 1881 reacheil the out­ 
skirts of the city. There are two other 
flows, one down the Kau side of the 
peak toward the sea. threatening the 
coffee plantations and thousands of 
acres of sugar land on that side, says 
the New York Uerahl. 
The whole summit of Mauua lioa 
seem s to be crowned with Are, flaming 
a t night like a m ajestic torch. 
From 
the outskirts of Hilo fountains of tire 
80b and 1.000 feet high can be seen 
with opera glasses. 
W riting from the 
Volcano House of the beginning of the 
« ruption, Mrs. May C. Beckley, a resi­ 
dent of Honolulu, says: 
“ At quarter past 4 o’clock on the 
morning of the Fourth of J uly there 
w as a terrible explosion, which made 
the Island rock, and the manager of 
the hotel came to tell us that Mokua 
Weow'eo was in eruption. 
The flow' of 
lava could be plainly seen from here. 
It has left the crater and divided Into 
tw o streams, one going down the Kau 
Bide and the other toward Hilo. 
It 
runs very rapidly, throwing up jets of 
fire and molten lava som etim es to a 
height of l.CHK) feet. 
Kilauea does not 
show so much smoke since the iarger 
crater has broken out.” 
This is the iirsl time in 18 years that 
the great crater of Mauna Loa has 
show'll signs of activity. 
The present 
eruption promises to be the most nota­ 
ble in the recent history of the moun­ 
tain, and the dam age done will be al­ 
most Incalcuhilile. 
Already 
Hilo is 
threatened, and the Volcano House is 
right in the track of the lava flow. 
If 
som e ageiicj’ does not turn the flery 
flood, no power can save the historic 
hotel. 
All about the base of the Man­ 
na Loa, too, are caneflelds and coffee 
plantations, and these the burning lava 
w ill lick up in its course. 
The America Maru left Honolulu on 
.J uly 13. 
On the Sunday before the 
steam er 
Klm*au arrived 
from 
Hilo 
with news of the eruption. 
The Hilo 
Tribune gave this account: “ The erup­ 
tion w as tlrst noticed at the Volcano 
HonsAj early on the morning of .luly 4. 
Tltvi patrons at the hotel were aw'akeu- 
"^l by a tnmiendous explosion and, on 
making tlieir way to the veranda, w it­ 
nessed one of tlie grandest sights ever 
seen. 
The outlneak took iilace on the 
side of Manna Loa at an elevation of 
about 
lO.tHM) feet and in aliout the 
same place as where issued the flow of 
1880-1. 
“ Two immense fountains of lava 
were forced into the air to an elevation 
of many hundreds of feet, and from 
the constant overflow' from tlie crater 
there were soon formed three lava 
stream s (it was at first reported that 
only two had been seen), which are 
now slowly making their way down 
the mountain side toward^the sea. The 
rapidity of the movements of these 
streams, rtow'ing in different directions, 
Is dependent entirely upon the inequal­ 
ities of the ground over which they 
must pass. The sm allest flow Is In the 
direction of Kilauea and is now about 
25 miles distant from the 
Volcano 
House. 
What is apparently the second 
flow’ in size is on the Hilo side and, as 
nearly as can be determined, w'lll take 
about the same course tow’ard the 
town as the Wailuku river. 
“ The third and. to all appearances, 
the largest flow has taken its w’ay to- 
W’ard the Kau side. 
’1 his is the lai 
gest stream ever seen on the Island 
and of the tlin‘e stream s is moving 
most rapidly. 
The eruption sliows no 
sign of aliatiMuent, and the sight by 
night is one of appalling grandeur.

The America Warn left Honolulu on 
July 13. 
On the Sunday before the 
steamer Klneau arrived from Hilo 
with news of the eruption. The Hilo 
Tribune gave this account: “The erup 
Hon was first noticed at the Volcano 
Holist; early on the morning of July 4. 
Tl*q pa trolls at the hotel were awakeu- 
*ed by a tremendous explosion and, on 
making their way to the veranda, wit­ 
nessed one of the grandest sights ever 
seen. The outbreak took place ou the 
side of Mauna Loa at an elevation of 
about 10,000 feet and iu about the 
same place as where issued the flow of 
1880-1. 
“Two immense fountains of lava 
were forced into the air to an elc\ation 
of many hundreds of feet, and from 
the constant overflow from the crater 
there were soon formed three lava 
streams (it w'as at first reported that 
only two had been seen), which are 
now slowly making their way down 
the mountain side toward%the sea. The 
rapidity of the movements of these 
streams, flowing in different directions 
Is dependent entirely upon the inequal­ 
ities of the ground over which they 
must pass. The smallest flow is in the 
direction of Kilauea aud Is now about 
23 miles distant from the Volcano 
House. What is apparently the second 
flow iii size is on the Hilo side and, as 
nearly as can be determined, will take 
about the same course toward the 
town as the Wailuku river. 
“The third and. to all appearances 
the largest flow has taken its way to 
ward the Kau side. 
This is the lai 
gest stream ever seen on the islam 
and of the three stream® is moving 
most rapidly. The eruption shows no 
sigu of abatement, and the sight by 
night is one of appalling grandeur. At 
the Volcano House lights are not re­ 
quired at night, aud the country for 
miles around is brilliantly illuminat­ 
ed.” 
The steamer Upolu reached Honolu­ 
lu on July 12, bringing Hilo news to 
the 10th. A letter says: “The lava from 
Wauna Loa continues to advance with­ 
out any diminution In force. 
As fa r 
as we eau learn, it is still uncertain 
what course the flow will take. It may 
go to Kau, Olaa and Hilo by way ot 
the 1881 flow or to Kihalo by way of 
the 1859 flow.

T his is the first time in 18 years th at 
the great crater of M auna Loa has 
show n signs of activity. 
The present 
eruption promises to be the most nota 
hie in the recent history of the m oun­ 
tain, and the dam age done will be al­ 
m ost incalculable. 
Already 
Hilo is 
threatened, and the Volcano House is 
right in the track of the lava (low. 
lf 
som e agency does not turn the fiery 
flood, no power can save the historic 
hotel. 
All about the base of the Man 
na Loa, too, are caneflelds and coffee 
plantations, aud these the burning lava 
will lick up in its course. 
T he America Maru left Honolulu on 
July 13. 
On the Sunday before the 
steam er 
Klueau 
arrived 
from 
Hilo 
w ith uews of tile eruption. 
The Hilo 
Tribune gave this account: ‘‘The eru p ­ 
tion w as first noticed at the Volcano 
Holist? early on the morning of July 4. 
TU** patrons at the hotel were aw akeu- 
'cd by a trem endous explosion and, on 
m aking their way to the veranda, w it­ 
nessed one of the grandest sights ever 
seen. 
The outbreak took place ou the 
side of Mauna Loa a t an elevation of 
about 10,000 feet and in about tile 
sam e place as where issued the flow of 
1880-1. 
“Tw o immense fountains of 
lava 
w ere forced into the air to au elevation 
of many hundreds of feet, and from 
the constant overflow from tile crater 
there were soon formed three lava 
stream s (it was at first reported that 
only two had been seen), which are 
now slowly making their way dowu 
the m ountain side tow ard4the sea. The 
rapidity of the movements of these 
stream s, flowing in different directions, 
is dependent entirely upon the inequal­ 
ities of the ground over which they 
m ust pass. The sm allest flow is in the 
direction of Kilauea aud is now about 
25 miles distant from the 
Volcano 
House. 
W hat is apparently the second 
flow in size is on the Hilo side aud, as 
nearly as can be determined, will take 
about the sam e course tow ard the 
tow n as the W ailuku river. 
“The third and. to all appearances, 
the largest flow has taken its way to­ 
w ard tile Kau side. 
This is the lar­ 
gest stream ever seen on the island 
and of the three stream s is moving 
m ost rapidly. 
The eruption shows no 
sign of abatem ent, and the sight by 
night is one of appalling grandeur. 
At 
the Volcano House lights are uot re­ 
quired at night, aud Hie country for 
miles around is brilliantly illuminat­ 
ed.” 
T he steam er Upolu reached Honolu­ 
lu on July 12. bringing Hilo new s to 
th e 10th. A letter says: “The lava from 
M auna Loa continues to advauce w ith­ 
out any diminution iii force. 
As far 
as we can learn, it is still uncertain 
w h a t course tho flow will take. It may 
go to K au, Chia and Hilo by way of 
th e 1881 flow or to Kihalo by w ay of 
th e 1859 flow. 
L ast history shows th a t 
flows from the sum m it are strong aud 
reach a long way. Latest advices show 
th a t the flow ou the Hilo side lins 
reached a point near or below the Iii: 
m uula sheep station. 
This informa 
tion comes by telephone from the sta ­ 
tion. 
If it is correct—and there Is no 


reason 
to doubt 
its accuracy —m e 
co u rse of the flow m ust be direct to 
Hilo.” 
Tho Upolu brought word that a sec 
oud outbreak hail occurred on the Kau 
side of M auna Loa at about the sam e 
altitude as on the Hilo side.

J tlrtit lias been known from early Billie 
times. 
It is dedicated to the Apostle 
Simon or Peter, is known as Tilapia 
simonis aud is especially common in 
Palestine and the sea or lake of Tibe­ 
rius. 
Nearly all these fishes have a 
singular method of earing for their 
young. 
At the time of spaw ning the 
motlier fish forms a little nest among 
tile reeds and rushes, in which she de­ 
posits perhaps 2'*> green eggs, about 
the size of shot, which she im m ediate­ 
ly deserts. 
Furiously enough, in ail 
the thousands of fishes but til rec or four 
instances are known where tile m other 
displays any affection for her young or 
rem ains by them. 
Tile father stations himself by the 
nest and presently appears to he dining 
upon the eggs, Hilt if lie is carefully 
w atched it will lie seen th a t he is ta k ­ 
ing them into his mouth wit Ii the 
greatest 
care 
arid 
not 
swallowing 
them. 
They are lodged in w h at cor­ 
responds to the cheeks and held there. 
Tho eggs soon batell, the little fishes 
grow and the countenance of Mr. Tila­ 
pia becomes greatly swollen and puff­ 
ed out of all sem blance to his form er 
self. 
H e cannot begin to close his 
mouth and presents a m ost extraordi­ 
nary appearance. 
To accom m odate and 
protect the 
growing family the fish subm its to 
great inconvenience and only perm its 
them to escape when It is a physical 
Impossibility to hold them any longer. 
At this time the father will undergo 
severe treatm ent rath er than relin­ 
quish his progeny. H e has been throw n 
out upon the beach, but still clings to 
bis charge, 
even 
during 
his 
death 
struggles. 
Many of the young remain 
in this singular cradle until they are 
four Inches 
In length.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 


MAY FIRES. 


An A n cien t Scotch 
Caatom 
W h ich 
O nce In v o lv ed H aiu aa Sacrifice. 
Sir John Sinclair’s ‘‘Statistical Ac­ 
count of Scotland” contains notices of 
many old customs, which still contin­ 
ued to be observed in the Highlands, 
though they were even then fast dying 
out. From Hie eleventh volume of th a t 
great work, which was published in 
1791 and the succeeding years, we 
learn, on the authority of the m inister 
of Callander, Perthshire, that the boys 
of the tow nship assem bled iii a body 
upon the moors on May day, and pro­ 
ceeded to dig a circular trench, leaving 
the soil in the center undisturbed, so as 
to form a low faille of green turf, su f­ 
ficient 
in size to accommodate tile 
whole party. 
They lighted a fire an d prepared a 
custard of milk an d eggs, and a large 
oatm eal cake, which they baked upon a 
stone placed in the embers. W hen they 
had eaten the custard, they divided the 
cake into as m any equal portions as 
there were persons in the assembly and 
daubed one of those pieces with ch a r­ 
coal until it was perfectly black. They 
then placed all the pieces of cake to­ 
gether in a bonnet, and each in turn 
drew one blindfolded, the holder of the 
bonnet being entitled to the last piece. 
The boy who drew the blackened por­ 
tion w as destined to be sacrificed and 
was compelled to leap three times 
through the flames. 
Although the ceremony had degen­ 
erated into a mere pastim e for boys, it 
is evident th at it m ust once upon a 
time have involved the actual sacrifice 
of a hum an being, In order to render 
the coming sum m er fruitful.—Gentle 
m an’s Magazine.

MEW PEST ATTACKS COTTON 


Attempt to Find a Remedy For a 
F uokom That Alarms Planters. 
W it biti a few years a new aud very 
serious disease has appeared in the 
cotton fields of the south. 
It has 
spread with rapidity and threatens to 
ruin the cotton industry iu certain re­ 
gions unless some method of combat 
ing it is discovered. The disease is due 
to a fungus which attacks the roots, 
causing the plant to w ither and die. 
It has been most destructive in the vi­ 
cinity of Charleston and on the adjoin 
ing islands, where most of the sea is­ 
lam! cotton is grown. 
So widespread 
have been the ravages of this disease 
that a num ber of planters in the cotton 
producing states, including most of the 
grow ers of sea island cotton, have pe­ 
titioned the United States departm ent 
of agriculture at W ashington, both di­ 
rectly and through their representa 
tives in congress, to send an expert to 
study the disease and suggest methods 
of prevention or cure. The departm ent 
of agriculture has attacked the prob­ 
lem and appointed William A. Orton 
form erly lu tan ist at the Vermont ex 
pertinent station, to make an invest) 
cation, says the New York Sun. 
The planters hope th at Mr. Orton 
will soon relieve them of a most per 
sisteut and alarm ing foe, as they know 
him to have been particularly success 
ful iii developing a prnetical way of 
eradicating the noxious orange hawk 
weed, which was first brought to tin 
United States from central Europe iv 
a garden dower aud widely distributed 
as a premium by an agricultural paper 
Under the different clim ate ami soil 
encountered here the plant turned to a 
vile weed, with broad leaves hugging 
the ground so closely th at the grass 
was literally stilled.

Attempt to Find n Hem***!)- For n 
Fu ii u ut* That Alar i i i rn l*lant«*rii. 
Within a few years a new and very 
serious disease has Appeared in the 
cotton fields 
of the south. 
It has 
spread with rapidity and threatens to 
ruin th** cotton industry in certain re 
glens unless soul** method of combat 
ing it is discovered. The disease is fini­ 
te a fungus which attacks the roots, 
causing the plant to wither ami die. 
It has been most destructive in the vi­ 
cinity of Charleston ami on the adjoin 
lug islands, where most of the sea is­ 
lam! cotton is grown. 
So widespread 
have been the ravages of this disease 
that a number of planters in the cotton 
producing states, including most of the 
growers of sea island cotton, have pe­ 
titioned the Putted States department 
of agriculture at Washington, both di­ 
rectly aud through their representa 
fives iu congress, to send an expert to 
study the disease and suggest methods 
of prevention or cure. The department 
of agriculture has attacked the prob 
lem aud appointed William A. Olton 
formerly bqbinist at the Vermont ex 
perinient station, to make an invest! 
gation. says til** New York Sun. 
The planters hope that Mr. Orton 
will soon relieve them of a most per 
sistent and alarming foe, as they know 
him to have been particularly slice* 
fill in developing a practical way of 
eradicating th** noxious orang** hawk 
weed, which was first brought to th* 
Toited States from central Europe i 
a garden dower aud widely distributed 
as a premium by an agricultural paper 
Ender th** different climate and sui 
encountered here the plant turned to a 
vile weed, with broad leaves hugging 
th** ground so closely that tile gras? 
was literally stilled. 
The cure for oi 
rather the exterminator of this wee* 
Mr. Orton found to be common salt.

sent

Charleston, where be will begin experi 
moating, and will later visit all the cot 
ton regions that have been affected by 
this enemy of the plant.

A tlanta, July 29.—Governor Cand­ 
ler bas, since the Bainbridge series of 
Iv achings occurred, been asked bv news- 
rapers in various parts of the country 
to gift1 his opinion of the race question 
in the r-outh. 
To one he said that be­ 
fore the ballot was thrust into the hands 
of the negro, unprepared for it and ut­ 
terly ignorant of its sanctity, of the re- 
gpo risibilities of citizenship, notwith­ 
standing he was a slave, he was happy 
aud well contented. 
But after his emancipation came his 
enfranchisement and with his enfran­ 
chisement 
came a hoard of carpet­ 
baggers, who took charge of him when 
His tonner masher and protector, with 
whom be had lived for generations on 
pie most friendly and ofter even on af­ 
fectionate terms, was de-citizeuized by 
the partisan reconstruction laws. 
They falsely taught the negroes that 
the southern white men were solely re- 
gponsible for their 
enslavement and 
were their worst and only enemies, and 
that therefore it was their duty and 
their interest to vote against them aud 
their party aud oppose everything they 
were in favor of, favor everything they 
were opposed to—in a word to hate 
them. 
The civil teachings had but little 
permanent effect upon the grownup 
negroes but upon the children, the gen­ 
eration which has grown to manhood 
since that time, that effect has been 
most baneful. 
A more immediate cause is the per­ 
petual intermeddling with the relations 
of th e races in the south by fanatics and 
fools. 
Thep publish iu the newspaper grossly 
exaggerated accounts of crimes commit­ 
ted against the negro in the south aud 
omit any notice of the crimes against 
the white women which provoked the 
retaliation. 
They write incendiary let­ 
ters to turbulent negroes all over the 
south, advising them to arm themselves 
with Winchester rides and for every 
guilty rapist who pays the penalty to 
shoot dotvii the first two white men he 
meets. 
Thousands of such letters have been 
written to Georgia in the last three 
mouths. 
Governor Candler says the inter* 
meddlers of the north do not present a 
respectable minority, aud that the law­ 
less and < liminal negroes of the south 
constitute less. 
KujMi is as much deplored by the bet­ 
ter cla.ss of negroes as by the better 
class of white men. 
But, as because 
some negroes commit rape the whole 
race suffers, so, because some white men 
lynch ravishers, all the whites of the 
south are abused. 
Another anda continual present cause 
which contributes to race friction is cor­ 
rupt politics. 
Governor Candler said he believed a 
restricted 
suffrage will 
remedy the 
evils, that the ballot be given only the 
intelligent negro. 
As to the disposition 
t<> be made of the large percentage of 
illiterate negroes, the governor makes 
ne suggestion.

S a n d a yan, Philippine islands, July 
24, via Labuau, July 29.—Gen. Bates 
reached Sulu July 16 to arrange a treaty 
with the sultan at a conference to begin 
today. The sultan is to go to Sulu from 
the village of Maiban. 
The people of 
that island display great friendliness to- 
ward.the Americans and it is believed 
a satisfactory treaty will soon be com­ 
pleted. 
If so future hostilities betweeu 
the natives aud the Americans in the 
Sulu archipelago would be prevented. 
The same would be true of tile island of 
Mindanao, which is tributary to the sul­ 
tan. 
The only features likely to be 
troublesome are slavery aud the plural­ 
ity of wives, which points it is believed 
the natives will insist upon. 
The sultan of Sulu has issued the fol­ 
lowing proclamation to the people: 
“ I 
have met the Americans. 
They have 
come among us as friends, uot to inter­ 
fere with our religion or rights of gov­ 
ernment. All those who love their coun­ 
try or sultan I warn to be friendly and 
not molest them. 
The Americans are 
like a box of matches—you strike one or 
two and they all blaze up.” 
Tile Mores of Zamboanga are anxious 
to have the Americans take possession 
of that port. They have imprisoned the 
Tagalo leaders representing Aguinaldo 
there. 
A gunboat went from Manila to Bala- 
bac to re-establish a lighthouse. 
The 
commander found the light stolen, but 
finally recovered it. 
He returned to 
Balabac and set it up again, leaving 
friendly natives in charge aud 
the 
United States Hag floating. Going back 
he found the flag gone aud the Filipino 
flag floating.

The adjutant general was of the opin­ 
ion that the duty of the national guard 
was merely to put down rioting aud 
uot to do police duty. 
Whatever the 
duty of the national guard may be, 
Mayor Farley held that tile troops were ! 
here under his authority and said they 
would remain here until he felt they 
could be dispensed with. 
The respon­ 
sibility of preserving the order of the 
city rested upon the shoulders of the 
mayor, he said, aud he proposed to see 
that his plans were not interfered with 
by any one. 
He declared that he was 
to be tile judge as to when the troops 
were uot wanted. 
There have been several outbreaks 
between Mayor Farley aud Adjutant 
General Axliue within the last lew days 
over this questions. The mayor refused 
to discuss the difficulty, saying that this 
was uot a time to stir up any discord. 
“ I will merely reiterate my statement 
of Thursday night,” said the mayor. 
“ This is a time for every man to mind 
his own business.” 
Rumors to the effect that the city 
council will endeavor to reconsider the 
resolution of Thursday night reached 
the ears of the mayor and he did not 
like them. 
The mayor felt that he had 
the situation well in hand and lie feared 
that any action of the council whatever 
would be temporizing with the lawless 
element of the city aud would cause 
agitation which would simply prolong 
the trouble. 
After tile breaches have been healed 
and quiet has bequ absolutely restored 
the mayor, it was said, would uot ob­ 
ject to any kind of an investigation; 
uuon the part of the council, but he 
deems that tile members are treading 
on extrem ely dangerous ground when 
tney undertake to reopen the discussion. 
it was said that any such resolution 
as was proposed the other night can be 
adopted with a full council meeting, 
and eff orts are to be made to have every 
one present next Monday night.

S an F r a n c isc o, July 29.—Chief Ju s­ 
tice W. T. Chambers of Samoa arrived 
here on the steamer Moana accompanied 
by his family. 
He is on a four months’ 
leave of absence, but said that his busi­ 
ness in the United States is of sucn a 
nature that he would probably uot re­ 
turn to Apia. 
In an interview the chief justice said 
in part: 
“ All is now quiet in Samoa, 
but I cannot answer for the future. 
Both Mataafa and Malietoa affect to be 
satisfied with the present arrangement, 
winch abolishes the office of king aud 
vests the responsibility of government 
in the consuls of the three powers. 
I 
feel sure Malietoa is sincere in this. 
“ Mataafa is ambitious. 
For many 
years fie has thirsted for power aud 
Will not be so easily satisfied. 
At the 
same time he is a man of exceptional 
ability, is shrewd aud I have never 
thought the interests of the natives 
would especially suffer in his hands. 
“ Yes, my decision has been sustained 
by the commission aud it has published 
the fact in a proclamation. 
“ In its work the commission has en­ 
deavored to eliminate from the orig­ 
inal arrangement all of the features 
that have appeared faulty or weak. 
Those sections have simply been struck 
out, leaving nothing in their places. 
What will rob the whole document of 
projier effectiveness is the tripartite 
treaty under which it will have to 
operate. 
I ani sure that no govern­ 
ment in Samoa will succeed under such 
an arrangement. 
The sooner the pow­ 
ers see this ami formulate home correc­ 
tion the better for all concerned.” 
Judge Chambers said he had finished 
up all of the cases to ooiue before the 
court this summer. 
The commission is 
empowered to appoint a chief justice 
ad interim, to act in case anything 
arises before a permanent appointment 
is made.

General Russell A. Alger, who re­ 
cently tendered his resignation as sec­ 
retary of war, is a "self made man.” 
He began life without a dollar and 
has earned by hard work every dollar 
that fortune has given him. He se­ 
cured a fair education by "working 
for his board” aud earned enough 
money by taking care of a doctor’s 
horse to buy clothing. 
A fterw ard he 
entered a law office as a student and 
had Just been qualified for practice 
when the w ar intervened and ended 
his legal ambitious. 
Young Alger served with distinction 
during the w ar and at Its close went 
into the Michigan forests to regain 
his health and fight for a living. He 
became the greatest lum berm an of the 
northw est and practically revolution 
I zed the lumber trade. 
In a recent Interview, in which Gen 
era! Alger told how he started in life 
and prospered, he said: "One of the 
best things we ever did was in the 
buying of a tract of pine from William 
E. Dodge of New York. 
I bad exam ­ 
ined the property aud could tell to a 
few thousand feet just how much pine 
there was on it. Mr. Dodge had an 
agent nam ed Frost in Detroit. I went 
to him and asked him w hat he would 
take for the land. He replied that Mr. 
Dodge w anted $120,000 for it. I told 
him to telegraph an offer from me of 
$110,000. He did so. 
In a few hours 
a telegram came back which read, 
T ell General Alger he can have the 
tract for $120,000 and all the time he 
wants to pay for it in lf he will take 
it now. but that If it is not taken at 
once the price will be $130,000.’ We 
took It. Well, we cut 100,000,000 feet of 
lumber off th at tract and sold It for 
$800,000 above the cost of lumbering. 
“At another tim e we made a nice lit­ 
tle Investm ent by buying some canal 
lands of New York men. 
There were 
1,500 acres In the tracts, and the canal 
company 
had estim ated that there 
were 10,000.000 feet of pine on them. I 
examined the lands, and when the 
man asked me $26.50 an acre for it I 
accepted his proposition. The pine was 
of high grade, aud we cut 78,000,000 
feet off it.” 
The following stories of General Al­ 
ger may serve to throw a light upon 
he personal characteristics of the man: 
Just before youug Alger was called 
away by tile exigencies of war his 
finances were so low that he borrowed 
a few dollars from a friend. Several 
yeurs later Alger left the service aud, 
with th** small sum of money which 
lie brought home, invested in a heavy 
fur overcoat and a watch ami chain. 
About the first person he met after 
donning his new possessions was the 
creditor of form er years, whose where­ 
abouts in the meantime were unknown. 
Alger greeted his old friend cordially 
and Instantly slipped off the overcoat 
and handed it to him, together with 
the 
watch 
and chain. 
"Ju st 
keep 
those,” he said. 
" I’m going to work 
up in the woods. 
Some tim e I’ll re­ 
deem them with the money I owe you.” 
Aud he did. 
When Alger was a lad without a 
cent aud with only the one coat on his 
hack, he went to a doctor and begged 
to be allow ed to do the chores and at­ 
tend school. 
The doctor had uo need 
of a boy, but Alger’s earnestness won 
Ills interest, and he took him aud gave 
him the opportunity for an education. 
Many years afterw ard, when Alger* 
had more hundreds of thousands than 
the superannuated physician had dol­ 
lars, the m illionaire went to his bene­ 
factor, who w as In straits, and told 
him he w anted to pay that debt. 
“You dou’t owe me anything,” said 
the doctor. 
"I owe you my education,” argued 
the rich man. 
"Bosh!” returned the doctor. “Y’ou 
owe that to yourself.** 
"I must have Cfi used you trouble and 
expense, aud I w ant to make It good,” 
Alger urged. 
“Well,” replied the old man grimly, 
"lf there was any trouble, I have for­ 
gotten It. 
The ouly expense I can re­ 
call was the loss of a fine cow. 
When 
you came to live with me, Alger, I 
had the best cow in these parts. You 
completely spoiled her with your aw k­ 
wardness. 
It wusn’t three weeks un­ 
til you had her so skittish nobody 
could go near her. 
I had to sell her 
for beef.” “There,” said Alger. "I cer­ 
tainly owe for that cow, and there is 
•bout 40 years’ interest due on the 
debt. 
I'm going to pay it.”

LABOR HELPS BUSINESS. 


D u Interrup tio n T h r o u g h Strike* T han 


In A ny Other J u l y For Year*, 
Said Dun’*. 


N e w Y o r k , July 29.—R. G. Dun & 
C a ’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in part: 
There is certainly room for some de­ 
crease when the volume of paym ents 
through the clearing house in July is 
47.2 per cent larger than last year, and 
69.6 per cent larger than in 1M>2, the 
list of all previous years. 
So great an 
advance wonld w arrant expectation of 
some set back under ordinary circum ­ 
stances. This year the unusual freedom 
from labor troubles about July I is fol­ 
lowed by some signs of a tendency to 
strike because great works are com­ 
m itted far ahead and cannot halt w ith­ 
out loss. 
But interruption of business 
by labor trouble of all sorts has been 
less than in any other July for years. 
Nor is the movement of products 
hampered. 
W estern receipts in July 
have been 18,863,826 bushels, against 
7,309,333 bushels last year to date, ana 
OI corn 20,485,251 bushels, a " m ist 9,- 
173,355 bnshels last year, even ♦ e latest 
week showing large gains over last 
year. 
Exports of w heat from both 
coasts were 9,939,280 bushels, flour in­ 
cluded, against 8,833,192 bushels last 
year. 
Corn exports also continue sur­ 
prising, 11,684,521 bushels for the m onth 
thus far, against 6,767,963 last year. 
Official returns make the iron output 
for the first half of 1899 only 6,289,167 
tons, w ith decline in known stocks out­ 
side the great steel companies of 28s,- 
14o tons, and net exports were prob­ 
ably over 100,000 tons 
While tile in­ 
crease of steel companies’ stock would 
probably make actual consumption less 
than has been estim ated, it is m uch 
larger than ever before and yet appears 
less tint ii production in June, while 
production lias m uch increased tins 
m onth. 
Meanwhile

3 0 —Comment b y R e v . S. H. D o y l e . 
Topic.—That good part.—Luke x, 38-42. 
A home scene in the life of Christ is 
presented to us in the topical reference 
Christ, with his disciples, is in the fa­ 
vorite home of Mary, Martha and Laz­ 
arus. Martha, probably being the older 
of the two sisters, serves. 
Mary sits at 
the feet of Je^is and listens to his word. 
All does not go well with Martha. She 
complains to Jesus that Mary does not 
help her. 
But Christ commends Mary 
for her choice to sit at His feet, and 
chides Martha, not because she was in­ 
terested in the entertainm ent of Him 
and His friends, but because of her over­ 
anxiety in reference to things of minor 
importance, because she attached more 
importance to caring for the temporal 
wants of her friends than she did to 
caring for the spiritnal wants of her­ 
self. 
The good part that Mary chose was 
to sit at the feet of Jesus to hear His 
word, as He spoke to the disciples or 
perhaps to herself 
She cared not so 
much for the feeding of the body as for 
the feeding of her own soul. 
And well 
m ight Christ commend her for her 
choice Would that we might all choose 
to sit at the feet of Jesus, where we 
can have our souls feed upon the bread 
of life rather than to have our affec­ 
tions centered upon the world, trying 
in vain to feed the soul upon the husks 
which nourish not. 
The good part 
chosen by Mary in receiving the Saviour 
was undivided devotion to His word, 
the feeding on the bread of life which 
cometh by hearing. In the highest sense 
the good part is the spiritual reception 
of Christ Himself. 
This should be the 
choice of all. Christ should be our first 
choice. 
“ Seek ye first the kingdom of 
G od.” 
M ary's part was good because it was 
eternal. 
It was “ that good part which 
shall not be taken away from her.” 
The good parts of this world soon pass 
away from us or we from them. 
The 
superiority, therefore, of an eternal good 
should be apparent to all, and we 
ebon Id, if governed by reason and good 
judgm ent, be easily influenced to “ love 
not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world,” because “ the world 
paseetb away and the lust thereof, but 
he that doeth the will of God abideth 
forever.” More than that, temporal en­ 
joyment of the world often leads to 
eternal pain and suffering. 
How fool­ 
ish to sacrifice the soul for the body 
eternity 
time! 
What win I if I gain the thing I seek, 
A dream, a breath, a froth of fleeting joy? 
Who buy* a minute’* mirth to wail a week 
Or sell* eternity to get a toy? 
For one sweet grape who will the vine destroy? 
Or what fond beggar, but to touch the crown, 
Would with the scepter straight be stricken 
down ? 
Therefore let us choose eternal, not 
temporal, good. 
“ You must choose between your 
pleasures and your sight,” said a phy­ 
sician to a devotee 
sensual pleasure. 
“ TheD.” he replied, “ farewell, sweet 
sight!” And how many are making 
such wretched choice! The responsi­ 
bility of choice is tremendous. 
Think 
of being able to choose between God 
and self, the soul and the body, Christ 
aud the world, heaven aud hell, eterni­ 
ty and time I May God help os, like 
Mary, to choose the good part which 
can never be taken away from us.

LIGHTING UP T H E SEA. 


An I n v e n t i o n VVh l « h W i l l B e V a l u ­ 
a b l e Iu W n r a n d P e n c e . 
The value of a means of lighting up 
the sea at night is amply demonstrated 
hy Hie Importance now attached to the 
searchlight. There are, however, many 
conditione, particularly iu merchant 
marine, life saving corps aud navy op­ 
erations, under which an Independent 
mid more flexible method of illumina­ 
tion is des irs hie. 
Such a method is 
said to have been provided in a new 
shell, in the shape of an ordinary pro 
Jectile, which may be thrown from a 
gnu in the direction of the enemy or 
dropped over the side of a ship by 
baud, as the occasion may require. 
It 
is buoyant, and, on striking the water, 
It becomes an illuminating plant of it­ 
self, shedding a powerful light over a 
considerable radius, says the St. Louis 
Globe-De rn oc rat. 
It consists of a hollow cylinder, made 
from draw n steel tubing, in sizes from 
three to six Inches or more in diameter 
and from three to five feet in leugth, 
according to the purpose for which it 
is to lie used. 
The shell is charged 
with calcium carbide, which generates 
acetylene gas as It comes in contact 
with water. 
At the top of the shell. 
which shows a quarter of its length 
out of the water, are the burners, to 
which the gas rises aa it la disengaged,

VOLCANO IN ERUPTION. 


Mauna Loa Threatens to De­ 
stroy City of Hilo.

Tilt* great crater of Mokua W ooweo, 
on the peak of Manna Loa, island of 
H aw aii, lins broken into active erup­ 
tion, according to advices by the Am er­ 
ica Maru, whicli recently arrived at 
San Francisco, and a lava flow, throw ­ 
ing the m ountains of tire into the air 
to the height of hundreds of feet, has 
started down the mountain side to­ 
ward the city of Hilo. 
This flow is 
apparently follow ing the track of the 
old flow, which in 1881 reached the out­ 
skirts of the city. There are two other 
flows, one down the Kau side of the 
peak toward the sea, threatening the 
coffee plantations and thousands of 
acres of sugar land on that side, says 
the New York Herald. 
T he whole sum m it of Mauna Loa 
seem s to be crowned with fire, flaming 
at night like a m ajestic torch. 
From 
the outskirts of Hilo fountains of fire 
HOO and 1,000 feet high can be seen 
w ith opera glasses. 
W riting from the 
Volcano House of the beginning of tho 
eruption, Mrs. May C. Beckley, a resi­ 
dent of Honolulu, says: 
“At quarter past 4 o'clock on tile 
morning of the Fourth of July there 
w as a terrible explosion, which made 
the island rock, and the manager of 
the hotel came to tell us that Mokua 
W eow eo was lu eruption. 
The flow of 
lava could be plaiuly seen from hen*. 
It lias left the crater and divided into 
tw o stream s, one going down the Kau 
side aud the other toward Hilo. 
It 
runs very rapidly, throwing up jets of 
fire and molten lava som etim es to 
height of I , f e e t . 
Kilauea does not 
show so much smoke since the larger 
crater has broken out." 
T his is the first tim e In 18 years that 
the great crater of Mauna Loa has 
show n signs of activity. 
The present 
eruption promises to be the most nota 
tile in the recent history of the moun­ 
tain, aud the dam age done will be a l­ 
m ost Incalculable. 
Already Hilo 
is 
threatened, and the Volcano House is 
right in the track of tile lava flow. 
If 
som e agency docs not turn the fiery 
flood, no power can save the historic 
hotel. 
All about the base of the Man 
na Loa, too, are eaneflelds and coffee 
plantations, aud these the burning lava 
w ill lick up iii its course. 
The America Maru left Honolulu on 
July 13. 
On the Suuday before the 
steam er 
Kiueau 
arrived 
from 
H ilo 
with new s of the eruption. 
The Hilo 
Tribune gave this account: “The erup 
tion w as A nt noticed at the Volcano 
Hons** early on the morning of July 4 
TI pi patrons at the hotel were awaken 
'cd by a trem endous explosion and, on 
m aking their way to the veranda, wit 
ncsseil cue of the grandest sights ever 
seen. 
The outbreak took place ou the 
side of Manna Loa ut ail elevation of 
about IO,otMi feet and in about the 
annie place as w here Issued the flow of 
1880-1. 
“Tw o immense fountains of 
lava 
were forced into the air to an elevation 
of many hundred* of feet, and from 
the constant overflow from Hie crater 
there were soon formed three lava 
stream s (it was at first reported that 
only 
tw o had been seen), which are 
now 
slowly makiug their way down 
the mountain side tow ard,tho sea. The 
rapidity of the movement* of these 
stream s, flowing iii different directions, 
Is dependent entirely upon the inequal­ 
ities 
of the ground over which they 
m ust pass. Th** sm allest flow is in til*' 
direction of Kilauea and Is now about 
25 m iles distant from the Volcano 
House. 
What Is apparently the second 
flow Iii six*' is on the Hilo able ami, as 
nearly us eau be determined, will tau** 
about Hie same course toward the 
tow n us the W ailuku river. 
“The third and. to all appearanees, 
the largest flow ha* taken Its way to­ 
ward th** Kau side, 
'l'lils is the lar­ 
gest stream ever seen ou tho Isla rn I 
aud of the three stream s is m oviug 
m ost rapidly 
rho eruption allows ut* 
sigil of abatem ent and tho sight by 
night is one of appalling grandeur. 
At 
the Volcano House lights are not re­ 
quired at night, aud tho country for 
m iles around Is brilliantly llluuiinat- 
ed." 
The steamer Upolu reached H onolu­ 
lu on July 12, bringing Hilo new s to 
the 10th. A letter says: “The lava from 
Mauua Loa continues to advauce w ith ­ 
out any diminution lu force. 
As far 
as w e eau learn, it Is still uncertain 
w hat course the flow will take. It may 
go to Kau, Ola a and Hilo by way of 
the 1881 flow or to lvlhalo by way et 
the 1850 flow. Pant history shows that 
flow's from the sum m it are strong ami 
reach a long way. L atest advices show 
that the flow ou the Hilo side lui> 
c a c h e d a poiut near or below the H i 
m uula sheep station. 
This in forma 
tion conies by telephone from the s 
tion. 
lf it is correct-an d there Us uo 


reason 
to doubt 
its accuracy — me 
course of the flow must be direct to 
Hilo.” 
Tile Upolu brought word that a see 
end outbreak had occurred on the Kau 
side of Mauna Loa at aliout the sam e 
altitude as on the Hilo side.

Apostle 
Simon or Peter, is known as Tilapla 
simonis and is especially com m on in 
Palestine and t he 8«*a or lake of 'I ibe- 
rius. 
Nearly all these fishes have a 
singular method of earing for their 
young. 
At tile tim e of spaw ning the 
motlier fish form s a little nest among 
the reeds and rushes, in which sin* de­ 
posits perhaps 200 green eggs, about 
tilt* size of shot, W'hich she lm niediate- 
deserts. 
Curiously enough, in all 
iy 
the thousands of fishes but three or four 
instances fire known where tile mother 
displays any affection for her young or 
remains by them . 
The father stations him self by tile 
nest and presently appears to lie dining 
upon the e g g s , but if lie is carefully 
watched it w ill lie seen that lie is tak- 
tliem 
into his mouth 
with 
the 
greatest 
care 
aud 
not 
sw allow ing 
them. 
They are lodged In w hat cor­ 
responds to t lie cheeks and held there. 
The eggs soon hatch, the little fishes 
grow and the countenance of Mr. II la­ 
pin becom es greatly swollen ami puff­ 
ed out of all sem blance to his former 
self. 
Ile cannot begin to close his 
mouth and presents a most extraordi­ 
nary appearance. 
To accom m odate ami 
protect the 
growing fam ily the fish subm its to 
great Inconvenience and only permits 
them to escape w hen it is a physical 
Im possibility to hold them any longer. 
At this tim e the father w ill undergo 
severe treatm ent rather than 
relin­ 
quish Ids progeny. Ile has been thrown 
out upon the beach, but still clings to 
his charge, 
even 
during 
his 
death 
struggles. 
M any of the young remain 
in this singular cradle until they are 
four inches 
in 
leugth.—Philadelphia 
I uq u Irer.

President Johnson from Washington to 
Chicago by way of Robin Hood’s barn.

He prided himself on 
hung a commoner, and he believed 
that he understood the people and 
that if he could meet them face to face 
he could convince them that the presi­ 
dent was right aud congress wrong. To 
get the love of the people he carried 
with him General Grant, Admiral Far­ 
ragut, Secretaries Seward, Welles and 
Ka Udall, General Custer and other men 
well known to the people. 
He reason­ 
ed that, accompanied by the popular 
idols of the day, he would be sure of 
enthusiastic reception everywhere. That 
was all that he asked. 
Give him a 
big crowd, ami he was confident that 
he could win thorn over. 
The president started from Wash­ 
ington with a chip on his shoulder. The 
very Cst crow'd he met knocked it off 
without ceremony. 
It soon became 
clear the people were in a resentful 
mood, and after tw’o or three clashes 
some of Mr. Johnson’s hest frit-lids 
recommended a change of programme. 
Many believed that the president, see 
ing the mood of the people, wouh 
yield, but they didn’t know the man 
I had seen him face all sorts of crowds 
while he was military governor of 
Ten dos see. 
I had heard him scold the 
leading citizens of Nashville as
